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Rumours of Alleged Sexual Assaults Cause Concern Among Students

Recent rumours of a number 
of sexual assault on the Lauren- 
tian University campus have 
some students concerned about 
the issue of campus security. 
Whether the casue for concern 
is justified or not is unclear as 
only one sexual assault, hap- 
pening close to the campus, has 
been reported to police this year. 

The alleged assault took 
place on South Bay Road in 
December of 1992. Sargeant 
McCauley of Sudbury Regional 
Police said in an interview Tues- 
day, that the assault was re- 
ported in Janurary and is still 



under investigation. McCauley 
said that it is a reported sexual 
assault and there are no suspects 
at this time. McCauley said that 
the victim was a student of the 
University. Upon being asked how 
many assailants were involved, 
McCauley replied, 'more than 
one*. He also added that there 
have been no other reported inci- 
dents of sexual assault on the Lau- 
rentian University campus this 
academic year. 

Reports of this assault and 
other assaults rumored to have 
taken place on campus, have many 
Laurentian students concerned 
about security and the lack of in- 
formation provided to students by 
administration. Terry Thurlpw, 



V.P. of Services for the SG A ques- 
tioned 'Why, if this happened in 
December, did weeks and months 
go by with no word?* In an inter- 
view, Thurlow went on to say, 
'the rumor mill is just flying.' 

Ted Clarice, President of the 
SGA, recognized that because of 
the lack of information, some 
groups in the University suggest 
that the University administration 
is trying to keep information re- 
garding alleged sexual assaults 
on campus under wraps. 'The stu- 
dent body hearrumours, they don't 
hear anything is being covered 
up.' Clarke suggested that stu- 
dents have the perception is cov- 
ering something up. 



However, Norma MacRae- 
Ward, Laurentian University's 
Harrassment Officer, suggests that 
the university is taking a number 
of steps to ensure that the Univer- 
sity community knows what is 
going on. Among these beingpost- 
ers on campus and an information 
session to be held at the Univer- 
sity in the near future. MacRae- 
Ward argues that the University is 
not covering anything up. "I'd 
like students to understand, ad- 
ministration says report it." she 
says the University cannot take 
action if incidents are not reported 
to police. The University can't act 
on rumors. MacRae-Ward sug- 
gests that unless incidents of 



sexual assault are reported, ad- 
ministration can do nothing. 

Janet Sailen, Assistant Di- 
rector of Communications at 
Laurentian, recognized the prob- 
lem caused by not reporting 
sexual assault and the ensuing 
rumors. People who have not 
reported them have done a dis- 
service to the whole commu- 
nity. 

For Laurentian's part, it is 
also unclear how well informed 
the University is kept Sargeant 
McCauley stated, "It may seem 
that you're not getting the kind 
of information you think you 
should." He went on to say that 
in the end, this may turn out to be 
necessary. 



DOUBLE VOTES IMPLICATE ACCLAIMED SGA PRESIDENT

Tuesday March 5th, 
marked the end of speculation 
and rumors regarding the SGA 
elections. In what turned out to 
be a the longest marathon ses- 
sion of the SGA board, Mark 
Green, Chief Returning Officer, 
reported the results of the 
SGA general elec-tion 

In the first ballot, Tanya 
Moore defeated Dino Bozzo by 
a clear margin of 944 votes to 
356 votes. For the VP External 
election, the results gave 
Heather Bishop 646 votes com- 
pared to Ian Munro *s 649 votes. 
Because the results were within 
5% of the electorate Heather 
Bishop requested a recount. 
During the recount it was dis- 
covered that the results were 
correct 

Later in examining the 
voter registration lists it was 
discovered that three people had 
voted twice. Tbt people who 
voted twice were Simon 
Chapelle, Charlie Finks, and 
Kara McCalister. 

Simon Chapelle, the ac- 
claimed SGA president, in a 



personal interview with Lambda, 
admitted to voting twice. His rea- 
son for voting twice was sur- 
rounded with controversy. 




it was stated that Simon Chapelle 
came to the registration bpoth, 
marked his ballot, then placed it 
in the ballot box. This was before 
his name could be crossed of the 



voter registration list. 

Due to the fact that there 
are no provisions in the constitu-

Cutbacks Will Prevent Students From Graduating

Laurentian students will 
no longer be able to graduate in 
Geology as of next September if 
the Administrative Budget Com- 
mittee has their way. 

According to James Mc 
Donald, president of the Lau- 
rentian Geology Club, thirty five 
percent of the operating budget 
of the Department of Geology 
could be cut if current proposals 
become reality. At present the 
combined operational and staff 
salary budget of the department 
amount to approximately 
$1,125, 000. Of this, all but 
$25,000 is untouchable as it is 
designated for professors sala- 
ries. The 3.5% decrease in budget 
in fact amounts to 35% because 
the decreases are to cut wholly 
out of the operating budget. 



Dr. Anthony E. Beswick, 
the Chair of the Geology De- 
partment, said " if the Budget 
Committee says that's how its 
going, that's when the disaster 
starts." There are six full-time 
professors scheduled to work 
next year. The reduction in 
funds will prevent the dept. from 
hiring staff to cover the over- 
load courses, even at the mini- 
mum cost of only $3200-3400 a 
year. 

A proposal was sent from 
the Budget Committee in Octo- 
ber, to the Geology Council , 
headed by the Dean of Sciences 
and Dr. Beswick to ask them 
how they could accommodate 
either a 3.5% increase or de- 
crease in the budget. 

After discussions within 
the Geology council a list of 
courses that could be cut was 
sent to the Adrnini strat i ve Com- 
mittee in December. A changed 



list was returned to the Geol- 
ogy Finances Committee last 
week. 

Since then, students have 
been scrambling to fill in peti- 
tion forms in protest of any 
cutbacks. 

First year introductory 
courses in Geology will be af- 
fected and several graduate 
courses will be cut There could 
be a total of 40% undergradu- 
ate courses scrapped. The 
number of courses available 
will not allow for a concentra- 
tion in this subject area. Third 
year students, this year, will 
not be able to graduate in their 
chosen field. The feeling 
among third year students is 
that they have been left with no 
other choice but to leave Lau- 
rentian altogether. As well, next 
year's curriculum will not be 
decided on schedule.

In Defense of International Women's Week 



To Angelo, Marty and Derek: 

Regarding your "Open Letter 
to All Feminists (And Other Male 
Bashers)," (Lambda, March 4) your 
analyses of feminism , Women ' s Stud- 
ies, violence, and the situation of 
clerical workers at Inco are weak at 
best It is surprising that in a univer- 
sity environment, the collective ef- 
forts of three minds could not come 
up with more accurate insight into 
issues you have connected with femi- 
nist efforts. 

In response to yourchallenges 
to "name 10 influential and/or fa- 
mous women without looking at a 
history book," I can easily identify 
Mary Wollstonecraft,Adrienne Rich, 
Joan of Arc, Ida B. Wells, Margaret 
Atwood, Mother Theresa, Elizabeth 
Cady Stanton, Sojourner Truth, 
Margaret Sanger and Virginia Woolf 
as hard-working individuals who have 
made extraordinary contributions to 
human life. Many more women can 
be acknowledged, not just as "fa- 
mous and/or influential," but as those 
who both improved the human con- 
dition and helped forward intellec- 
tual thought By the way, one need 
not look only to history books for 
discussions of or works by notable 
women — their influences can also 
be seen in literature, social and politi- 
cal theory, music, science, medicine, 
and sports. In short, women have 
contributed to every area of activism 
and knowledge. 

The unfortunate situation, 
however, is that their efforts have 
largely been ignored by male-domi- 
nated streams of academic thought 
Women's Studies and feminist-ori- 



ented courses in other disciplines are 
often the only source for acknowl- 
edgment of the contributions made 
by women. Your suggestion of a 
"Men's Studies" curriculum ignores 
the fact that most courses are centered 
around male experiences and theo- 
ries and issues put forth by men, and 
as such constitute studies of men and 
androcentric thought. Women such 
as those I have listed have made ex- 
traordinary contributions and deserve 
to be studied in a similar manner as 
Karl Marx, Marshall McLuhan, 
Stephen Hawking and any other male 
figure in social and scientific history. 
Men, your analysis of murder 
rates fails to recognize several im- 
portant issues. First of all, the word 
violence refers to more than just homi- 
cide; physical and sexual assault are 
also acts of brutality. Current statis- 
tics put forth by Canadian govern- 
ments indicate that one in 10 women 
is abused by her partner, and 25 per 
cent of women will be sexually as- 
saulted at least once in their lifetime. 
Murders of men are usually crime- 
related, while 60 per cent of all mur- 
dered women are killed by their part- 
ners. Violence against women oc- 
curs because its victims and survi- 
vors are assumed by offenders to be 
physically and mentally inferior, and 
therefore easy targets and scapegoats. 
Marc Lepine killed 14 women in 
Montreal in 1989 for no reason other 
than the fact that they were female. 
Men who commit violence against 
women do so by choice. In recogni- 
tion of these facts, is it so much to ask 
that one week out of every 52 be put 
aside to acknowledge the seriousness 
and pervasiveness of these crimes 



and to deter others from making this 
choice? 

The answer to your original 
question, "Is it something men said 
... [or] did?" is therefore a resounding 
yes. When social and religious phi- 
losophers, political decision-makers, 
and others in power chose to exclude 
or execrate women (and, for that 
matter, other social groups such as 
persons of colour and gays and lesbi- 
ans), and when considerable num- 
bers of men decide to rape and batter, 
we need to recognize the struggles of 
the oppresses and their attempts to 
achieve equality. International Wom- 
en's Week, Take Back the Night 
Marches, and Women's Studies (and, 
in similar ways, Black History Month 
and 500 Years of Resistance) should, 
therefore, not be seen as things (white) 
men do not have, but as a symbolic 
acknowledgment of the accomplish 
men ts and improvements still needed 
for those who suffer at the hands of 
others. 

Unknowingly, your inability 
to name 10 "influential and/or fa- 
mous women" and your dismissals of 
violence against women and the plight 
of working females are proof posi 
tive of the need for feminism, Wom- 
en's Studies, and issue-awareness 
campaigns. Your "confuse" states 
and the false assumptions and stere- 
otypes evident in your top 10 list 
could not have provided clearer indi 
cations of how much work still needs 
to be done for the sake of gender 
equality and understanding of social 
diversity.

Curb from the City Clerks Office. 
The general consensus was that the 
Ontario Elections Act, Municipal 
Elections Act, and the Canada Elec- 
tions Act, should be followed. 

Mark Green then presented 
his proposals to the SGA board 
These proposals included a state- 
ment declaring that the VP of Exter- 
nal's election did not have conclu- 
sive results, and that a second ballot 
would be held He presented the 
balloting schedule which was later 
passed by the board Finally, Mark 
Green recommended that Simon 
Chapelle be disqualified for the po- 
sition of SGA president. 

These proposals went to a 
vote after a lengthy question period 
The results of the board were to 
hold new elections for VP External. 
In an attempt to compensate the two 
candidates' campaign costs, the 
SGA decided to provide both candi- 



dates with $350 worth of photo- 
copying expenses. This does not 
include the $2200 cost for running 
the original election, and the further 
cost of holding the second ballot 
elections. 

Ian Munro had voiced con- 
cerns that this election would be 
tainted by rumors. One of the many 
rumors circulating at the time was 
that Heater Bishop had told people 
that Ian was one of the three people 
who had voted twice. Heather de- 
nied this rumor openly and said "I 
made no comments to any one re- 
garding the past election or the pos- 
sibility of an up coming election." 
Ted Clarke, this year's acting presi- 
dent, said that "unfortunately Ian is 
a victim of the *rumor-miir". 

In the second and more con- 
troversial recommendation of the 
CRO's report the vote by the board 
was tied. The CRO's report recom- 
mended that Simon Chapelle be dis- 
qualified for the position of Presi- 



dent elect. The vote was to be de- 
cide by the chair, Mike Mayo, the 
chair declined to vote and the mo- 
tion was killed This simply states 
that Simon Chapelle is still the ac- 
claimed SGA president until fur- 
ther notification.

form of a referendum (as seen on 
page 10). The referendum will be 
held the same day as the VP Exter- 
nal elections, and campaigning will 
be start on Monday 15th. 

Ted Clarke was truly upset at 
the outcome of the board's deci- 
sion, in a interview after the board 
meeting Clarke said, "I think that 
the SGA board is totally irresponsi- 
ble". The reason behind this state- 
ment was based on the fact that 
when the vote on the issue of 
Simon's disqualification as Presi- 
dent acclaimed, four board mem- 
bers had left the meeting. 

In light of these happenings, 
it was brought forward that Simon 
Chapelle, as the current VP Exter- 
nal, and this year's chairman of the 
Constitutional Reform Committee, 
should have known that it was stated 
within the constitution that "No one 
may vote more than once on a refer- 
endum question or in an SGA elec- 
tion." Simon also came under fire 
by members of the board for abus- 
ing his authority. 

TTie discussion was further 
pushed on by Piotr Przychodzki, 
Editor-in-Chief of Lambda. His 
point was that the electoral process 
under which Simon Chapelle was 



acclaimed to the Presidential posi- 
tion was faulty. He pointed out that 
numerous student organizations 
have a 4 y cs ' m d a *no' option when 
there is a single candidate running 
for any position, and that this should 
be adopted by the SGA to give stu- 
dents an option. 

A general consensus felt by 
people questioned is that the impli- 
cations of the three people who voted 
twice will be paid for by the stu- 
dents, both financially and in terms 
of credibility. In addition the ac- 
tions of Simon Chapelle are undeni- 
able wrong. He did however dem- 
onstrate that numerous members of 
the SGA board, including himself, 
are corrupt. As the present VP of 
Finances Steve Smith, summarized 
during the SGA meeting Simon 
Chapelle has seriously compro- 
mised the integrity of the SGA. 
Smith's credibility as a viable stu- 
dentrepresentitivehas already been 
challenged by administration mem- 
bers. Students deserve and must 
have, responsible, credible, and ac- 
countable representatives. Unfor- 
tunately the current system is in a 
serious crisis, both as an organiza- 
tion and as a collective of student 
politicos.

As Peer Assistants, commit- 
ted to humanizing the campus envi- 
ronment, we are very concerned about 
the rumours of a rape which occurred 
recently close to the campus. The 
rumours are everywhere, and we be- 
lieve they should be either confirmed 
or denied; the matter should at least 
be clarified. 

According to stories, a young 
woman was attacked by a group of 
men on South Bay Road. It is not 
clear when this took place. The inci- 
dent has been reported in the Sud- 
bury press, both on radio and in the 
papers. The head of Communica- 
tions at Laurentian responded to the 



article in the Star, and the Assistant 
Chief of Police is quoted as saying 
that the incident was not reported, 
because "he didn't see it as any threat 
to anybody at the university." The 
university has made no announce- 
ment to students. 

Sexual harassment, assault 
and rape on campuses have been in 
the national press recently, as a result 
of a study reporting that 80% of 
women students have suffered some 
sort of sexual intimidation. Yet 
Laurentian has not reported a very 
serious incident to its students giving 
them the opportunity to take appro- 
priate precautions. Can students not 



decide if an incident is "a threat"? 
Can they not decide what sort of 
response is appropriate? 

We believe that Laurentian's 
administration should report i ncidents 
like this, because first, students can 
decide for themselves about how to 
react and second, rumours are far 
more dangerous than the reality. We 
believe that a policy of openness, 
which does not identify or accuse 
anybody, will also encourage people 
- who are involved in or observed 
incidents - to come forward and re- 
port. 

Let's work together to make 
Laurentian a safer community.

(MC) - College students 
should choose secure investments 
rather than the risky stock market for 
their summer earnings. The prudent 
course is to make sure the money is 
there when you need it While invest- 
ing axiom advises, "A big risk is the 
key to a big gain," another maxim 
preaches restraint: "Never risk what 
you can't afford to lose." The second 
is smarter. 

Wannabe tycoons on cam- 
puses like to boast about the killing 
they made on the market. Ignored in 
the impressive tales are their more 
frequent wipeouts. 

Some students seem to be 
prone to quick-hit investments of the 
crash-and-burn variety. In contrast, 
some students see investing their earn- 
ings as more chore than challenge, 
and choose caution. 

In seeking a parking place for 
summer earnings that you'll need 
before the end of the school year, 
there are two overriding considera- 
tions: safety and the amount of inter- 
est That translates into flexibility. 
You want to put your money where it 
will receive the highest reward but 
can be cashed in quickly. 

Mutual funds are problematic . 
The value of your equity investment 
gyrates with the stock market. It calls 
for good timing in getting out or you 
may wind up with less than you put 
in. Besides, there might be a front- 
end ioad* or commission. 

Money markets funds, on the 
other hand, provide a decent return in 
these days of dipseydoodling interest 
rates and can be cashed in within two 
days. Canadian Savings Bonds are 
solid cashable three months after 
purchase but better suited to long- 
term investment. 

Guaranteed Investment Cer- 
tificates (GICs) from banks or trust 
companies usually provide a return a 
shade higher than government bonds 
butare locked in for a specific period. 
The trick, then, is to take your sum- 
mer savings and stagger the place- 
ment of GICs. If you have $5000 you 
might put $2500 into a 30-day GIC, 
the other half into a 60-day GIC, and 
keep on rotating them so that some 
cash is available any month. 

Before you decide who should 
get your money, shop around for the 
best interest rate. An extra half per 
cent on $5000 over a year buys a 
good text book or a dinner for two 
after exams.

Canada : Institutionalizing Racism

Let's not kid ourselves, rac- 
ism is alive and well in Canada. In 
fact, racism is institutionalized. lean 
remember being in the first grade 
where Indians were described as sav- 
ages that scalped white people. Can 
you guess what that does to the ones 
it is aimed at? Well, what happens is 
they become targets of racial dis- 
crimination, hate, and fear. Fights in 
school yards become based on racial 
origin, and the colour of your skin. It 
carries into adulthood. Sometimes 
people are emotionally scarred for 
life. Is it any wonder Native people 
don't feel welcome in Canadian soci- 
ety, in the land of the free but not the 
home of the brave. 

The Oka crisis was racism 
brought to a head, because it rein- 
forced to some how they really feel 
about Indians. Native life has not 
prospered on equal terms since the 
arrival of the Europeans. Native peo- 
ple still live in Third World condi- 
tions. 

Proof of racism exists through 
unfair legislation and today's on-go- 
ing disputes including the Oka crisis 
of 1990. The Oka standoff alone cost 
the province of Quebec over $112 
million. This does not include the 
social costs of people pelting a con- 
voy of cars with rocks and bricks as 
police looked on without interven- 
ing. Native people risked personal 
arrest and injury to protect their rights. 



In fighting back they were labeled 
animals. Although 17 white people 
were charged with injuring 12 
Kahnawakeresidents,sofaronlyone 
of the 1 7 has been given a suspended 
sentence. As Joe Norton, Chief of the 
Kahnawake Mohawk reserve says, it 
underlines society * s double standard. 
Another issue that raised the 
price of racism is the James Bay 
hydro-electric projects. Hydro-Que- 
bec lost a 1 7 billion dollar contract to 
the U.S. partially due to refusing to 
recognize Native and environmental 
impacts on their huge construction 
projects. The costs to both sides has 
been enormous, including negative 
world attention on a country that says 
it stands for peace. 

The British North American 
Act (the Constitution Act of 1867) 
gave the federal government respon- 
sibility for Indians and lands reserved 
for them. Indians must not only live 
under the same laws as other Canadi- 
ans, but the Indian Act of 1867 as 
well. It has changed very little since 
its initiation. Some of the former 
legislation included; not being able 
to vote until 1960, Indian women 
who married non-Indians lost their 
status and consequently were re- 
moved from band membership but 
this is not applicable to men It also 
meant losing status for getting a uni- 
versity degree, leaving the reserve 
without a pass, banning Native cer- 
emonies, prohibited from raising 
funds for land claims from 1927-51, 
prohibited from consuming alcohol 



in public placed like hotels. Sounds 
like apartheid to me. No small sur- 
prise the Human Rights Commission 
was quite concerned. 

What does racism do? It de- 
humanizes the human spirit; it bites 
deeply into the psyche. Racism marks 
all its victims with deep anger, fear, 
hurt, confusion and guilt. Remember 
when you call somebody "nigger", 
"paki", "Indian", or whatever you 
hurt them. 



Acceptance is the answer. It 
is not enough to refuse to judge, peo- 
ple need to actively understand. At- 
titudes are deeply imbedded. We all 
need to quit denying we have such 
attitudes. We must accept them as 
part of us, work at identifying them, 
be aware of how we express them and 
then try to change them. We're all 
involved. 



Cutbacks Will Prevent Students 
From Graduating

Anyone who has driven onto 
campus immediately knows the im- 
portance of the sciences at Lauren tian 
University by the recent construction 
of the Ontario Geological Survey 
headquarters (OGS). This $60 mil- 
lion facility was built under the en- 
couragement of the five year plan 
implemented last year. The OGS 
carries with it the potential for, among 
other things, future graduate and 
Ph.D. programs in Chemistry, Biol- 
ogy, Physics and Geology which 
Laurentian does not offer today. The 
potential will be cut off at its source 
if only external universities will be 
able to make use of it after the science 
programs for undergraduate students 



are drastically slashed. 

One of the principle motions 
of the five year strategic plan was to 
allow and encourage the current, un- 
precedented popularity of the Earth 
Science program over the past two 
years. Currently, degrees can be 
achieved in Earth Science as a B A or 
a B.Sc, or a combination thereof (as 
the Laurentian calendar seem to indi- 
cate in various, redundant chapters 
dedicated to the program). The cut- 
backs contradict the administration 's 
own planning strategies. The future 
of Laurentian sciences is very uncer- 
tain. 

Next week read about the 
equivalent cuts in Math/Computer 
Science, Engineering, Chemistry, 
Biology, Physics and throughout the 
University.

In the beginning, we see Douglas who 
plays an unemployed defense industry em- 
ployee referred to only by his personalized 
licence plate D-Fens, trapped in his car on 
a jammed L.A. freeway. He's hot, sweat- 
ing, frustrated and ready to snap at any 
second. Within minutes, this mildly attired 
straight arrow detonates, abandons his car 
and heads for home on foot 

Douglas has always been enticed by 
washed-up, complex, semi-psychotic char- 
acters, and D-Fens is no exception. He's the 
epitome of a man that's had enough of the 
city, his job, people, and life itself. During 
the first half of the movie, we can relate with the character and the situations 
he finds himself in; we have all been there at one time. Yet, the movie goes 
from a dark allegory to a comic parody. Joel Schumacher (director) , is strictly 
out of his league, and should stay with his sleek teen fare triumphants 
Flatliners and Lostboys. 

Robert Duvall plays a coward cop on his last day on the job before 
retirement that cracks this entire case. Duvall's character is unrealistic for 
this type of a movie. He portrays the image of the boy next door, doesn't lie, 
cheat, steal, or swear. Once his character takes a major part in the film, it 
becomes Andy Taylor meets Hannibal Lechter, a complete spoof. 

The downfall of this movie is the inability to sympathize with 
Douglas' character.

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Superstar Sweetnam Cleans up at ClAUs

The University of Toronto 
may have captured the team title but 
last weekend's national university 
swim championships belonged to 
Laurentian University's Nancy 
Sweetnam. 

The first-year sports 
administration student from Lindsay, 
OnL , roared to victory in three events 
setting world best times for 1993 in 
each. In her specialty, the 200-metre 
individual medley (50 metres each of 
butterfly, backstroke, breastroke and 
freestyle) Sweetnam came within 
three-tenths of a second of the world 
record with a time of 2:10.90. The 
world record of 2: 10.60 was set way 
back in 1992 by Petra Schneider of 
Germany. 

In the process, Sweetnam, 
who is coached by Dr. Jeno Tihanyi 
the man who pushed Alex Baumann 
to double-gold in L.A. in the 1984 
Olympics, defeated two of her Cana- 
dian Olympic team rivals. She estab- 
lished herself as Canada's top female 
swimmer in beating Marianne 
Limpert (University of Toronto) and 
Guylaine Cloutier (University of 
Montreal). 

Sweetnam notched a CIAU 
and Canadian record in the 200m 
breastroke clocking 2:25.69, an in- 
credible three seconds better than 
Cloutier, who finished second. 
Cloutier's 1992 CIAU record was 
2:29.09 while Allison Higson's Ca- 
nadian record in the event, set in 
1988, was 2:26.48. 

She continued her terrific 
weekend with an amazing win in the 
400-metre individual medley (100 
metres each of butterfly, backstroke, 
breastroke and freestyle) beating Iona 
Allen of the University of New Bruns- 
wick by a whopping 12 seconds. 
Sweetnam'stimeof4:38.61 smashed 
Patricia NoalTs 1991 CIAU record 
of 4:47.10. It was no surprise that 
Sweetnam was named Swimmer of 
the Meet while Tihanyi got the nod as 
CIAU coach of the year. 

It's not as though Sweetnam 
came out of nowhere this weekend, 
however. 

The 19-year-old has been a 
force nationally for the past five years. 
She just missed qualifying for the 
1988 Olympics and continued swim- 
ming out of Lindsay, where she was 
coached by her mother Marian until 
last September. She had a good Ol- 
ympics in Barcelona finishing sev- 
enth in the final of the 200 I.M., 
ironically, just behind sixth place 
Limpert, whom she defeated in the 
same event on Saturday. 

In the 200m breastroke at 
Barcelona, Sweetnam placed 13th 
overall, again, behind fourth place 
finisher Cloutier. 

Clearly, Sweetnam is improv- 
ing and she gives a lot of the credit for 
that to the talented Tihanyi. 

"It's my first year under Doc 
(Tihanyi's nickname) and I've 
switched to a new program from the 
one I've been using for the last six or 
seven years," says Sweetnam. 

"I had a lot of competition on 
the weekend from Marianne 
(Limpert) and Guylaine (Cloutier). 
They helped push me to record times." 

Sweetnam says this has been 
a unique year for her. She's away 
from home for the first time and has 
to concentrate on school as well as 
swimming. It certainly hasn't hurt 
her performances in the pool which 
continue to get better and better. 




"At the level I'm at now, it's 
quite a feat to chop time off your 
events as I've been able to do lately. 
I haven't even shaved and tapered 
(swimmer's logo for shaving off all 
body hair and getting finely tuned-up 
for major events) and still the times 
are coming down. I'm very happy, 
naturally," says Sweetnam. 

She will now be moving to the 
long-course season where swimmers 
race Olympic distance 50-metre 
lengths. Her times should improve 
there as well as she'll have half as 
many turns to make as in the 25-

metre length short-course races. 

A swimmer's life is gruelling 
as most sports fans know. Sweetnam 
gets up at 5 : 30 each morning for a 90- 
minute swim in the Laurentian Uni- 
versity pool, follows that up with a 
day full of classes (she carried seven 
courses in the first term but is down 
from that number this term), then lifts 
weights from 4-4:45 p.m. each day 
and swims again from 5-6:30 p.m. 
The twice-a-day, in-the-pool train- 
ing is nothing new for Sweetnam but 
combining it with residence life in 
the Single Student's Residence and 



with her SPAD studies is. 

"I don't need a lot of sleep, 
thankfully," she laughs. She says 
she's down to about four hours a 
nighubut that's fine. "I've never been 
somebody who has had to get eight 
hours a night or else." 

Sweetnam has a full schedule 
of meets coming up after the school 
year ends in April. For now, she'll 
concentrate on her school work and 
focus on her exams in April. 

But a swimmer's training 
never ends and she'll continue to 
work in the pool to keep in top shape. 

Sudbury suits Sweetnam just 
fine. 

"I'm from a small town and I 
enjoy living in smaller places. That's 
one of the reasons I came to 
Laurentian University. Certainly, the 
chance to train with Doc was a major 
factor as well. The pool is a very good 
facility. In Lindsay we trained in a 
25-metre pool and had to go to U of T 
if we wanted to swim in a 50-metre 
pool. Here, you just have to get out of 
bed and walk over to the pool in the 
moming. It's great," says Sweetnam. 

Motivation over the next three 
years won't be hard to maintain says 
Sweetnam. She clearly has her focus 
on the Atlanta Olympics in 1996. 

"I'll be attending Laurentian 
and training under Doc right through 
to the Olympics and hope I can do 
well," she says. 

She might even be able to 
duplicate Baumann's 200-400 I.M. 



double-gold Olympic performance 
though predictions are foolish at this 
point 

In Monday's Toronto Star, 
Tihanyi avoided comparisons be- 
tween his two prize pupils. 

"I don't like to make predic- 
tions; I never did that with Alex and 
I won't do it with Nancy," Tihanyi 
told Mark Zwolinski of The Toronto 
Star. "But I think she has showed she 
has the makings of a top international 
swimmer." 

Tihanyi also said that 
Sweetnam, "Swam an intelligent race 
in the 200 I.M. That's what made 
Alex so great" 

Sweetnam 's mother attended 
the weekend events in Toronto and 
fondly looked on as her former pupil 
beat all comers. Coach Marian 
Sweetnam kept her role confined to 
the pool. Motherhood and swimming 
did not mix in the Sweetnam home. 

"We never talked about swim- 
ming around the house. We left that 
for the pool," said Nancy. 

"My dad stayed out of swim- 
ming entirely, so it didn't become the 
only focus in my life, which was 
good. I enjoyed myself too." 

Sweetnam should have fun in 
her long countdown to Atlanta. If she 
continues to progress and improve, 
she should be taking a stand on an 
Olympic podium just over three years 
from now.
